The influence of ladies 
like Mrs. Lowent, of the State Board, and of 
Miss SonvuyLER and her corpwof visitérs, of 
the Aid Association, on. the treatment 
of the inmates of county’ poor-houses 
has been of the most -beneficial kind, 
The frequently-recurring illustrations of 
the looseness of the administration of our. 
Island institutions suggest the existence of 
a field where the minute inspection of a 
competent woman would work wonders. 
Thére is no law to prevent the appointment 
of a female Commissioner of Charities in 
this City, and when a. vacancy occurs, Mayor 
CooPerR might profitably consider the ex- 
pediency of attempting to introduce a much- 
needed element into that branch of local 
administration. . 


DEMOCRATIC DEVICES. 

In an interview which we published yes- 
terday morning, Mr. Senator CARPENTER 
gave his opinion regarding the plans of, the 
Democrats to retain as long as possible a 
share of the power that appears to be:fast 
slipping from their hands. His statement 
recited, only a little more in detail, the 
facts 'to which Tue Times has frequently 
called attention, so far as concerns the 
Senate. As regards the Presidency, we 
have nowhere seen exactly the forecast of 
Democratic purposes which Mr. CARPENTER 
makes, and which, though we trust that it 
may never be realized, is. by no means 
without basis in the actual situation of af- 
fairs and in the character of the Democratic 
leaders. We need hardly say that all these 
projects, whether in reference to the Senate: 
or the Presidency, involve an attempt to 
defeat the popular will, to hold on to power 
after the people have declared their wish to 
withdraw it, and to use the power thus re- 
tained to overcome, under the forms ofjaw, 
or by its strained construction, the manifest 
wish of the country. All this is grossly un- 
democratic, in the legitimate sense of that 
word, and highly Democratic in the parti- 
san sense; We shall find the Democratic 
Senators, to a man, voting to unseat Mr, 
KELLOGG, in order to prevent the major- 
ity in the Senate from passing to the 
party which has been universally successful 
in the latest elections. ‘We shall not im- 
possibly find them, also, intriguing to throw. 
the election of President into the House, to 
be decided by ‘a Democratic majority of 
States, although the numerical majority of 
voters shall be largely Republican, and al- 
though at least one of the States whose del- 
egation is now Democratic—that of Ohio— 
will by that time have twice been’ carried: 
by the Republicans, and will have elected a 
new Republican delegation to the House, 
And in these schemes it is not impossible 
that Mr. THURMAN will be found taking a 
prominent in spite of the fact that 
only he stoutly maintained ‘that 
the majority in the House ought to rule 
every branch of the Government because, 
and only because, it is the most direct, and 
the latest expression of the popular will.

If there is 
any advantage. in bimetalism what- 
ever, it is in the supposed . great- 
er stability of gold and ~ silver 
eombined, as compared with either alone. 


‘But this stability could only be obtained by 


including in the international currency sub- 
stantially the entire volume of both metals, 
# condition which is not’ fulfilled so long as 
China ‘is absent. And who can say with 
seriousness that China could be included? 
Who does not'know that, as a matter of fact, 
it could not be done ? 

Beyond:this view of the case, lies the ob- 
jection to bimetalism, which the -zealdus 
advocates of that ideal system quietly ig- 
nore,.or, pérhaps, really fail to perceive, 
that their theory assumes that. the fluctua- 
tions of silver willbe always balanced by: 
those of gold. But, suppose, what is cer-. 
tainly entirely possible, that they should be 
in the same direction, that both should in- 
crease or fall off at the same time, what 
would become of the stability which they 
so confidently count on? The whole ques 
tion, as we have said, is a theoretical one, 


.80 far as this country is concerned, but even 


in theory, the views of the bimetalists are 
by no means so far beyond criticism’ that 
we should be willing to incur the great risks 
which would attend any attempt to put 
them in practice. { 


EXCUSKHS FOR: FAILURE. 

- Gen. B. F. Burixsr, being “ interviewed” 
‘on the subject of his late defeat for Ggy- 
ernor of Massachusetts, says that he. lost 
votes in two ways: Many of the “Swallow- 
tail,” or Abbott, Democrats voted for Lona, 
and the mackerel fleet sailed. from Glouces- 
ter just before election day.

Prof. Prazzt SuyrH was’ the first man to 
discover the symbolic character of the Great 
Pyramid.
